SENSATION IN CHICAGO. 
Ch ic a g o, April 30.—Ii. P. Hutchinson, 
the veteran w heat speculator, known 
the country over as “Old H utch,” has 
been missing1 since Tuesday evening, 
at which tim e he bid a friend go<xl-by 
and said lie would never be seen again. 
He has many 
heavy 
open 
trades, 
and the many rum ors circulated in re­ 
gard to his disappearance have greatly 
disturbed the m arket. His son, Charles 
L. 
Hutchinson, 
president 
of 
the 
Coin Exchange.bank, and ex-president 
of tile 
board of 
Trade, 
says his 
father has been m entally unsound for 
two years. 
A few m onths ago it was 
reported th at Mr. H utchinson's fortune 
had lie en alm ost entirely dissipated in 
speculation. 
At th at tim e a num ber 
of Mr. Hutchinson’s friends and his 
son tried to induce the old gentlem an 
to give up speculation and lead a quiet 
life, but their efforts m et w ith no suc­ 
cess. 
It is reported in certain circles th at 
unfortunate “ plunging” has caused his 
disappearance, and th at his liabilities 
will reach aw ay up into the millions. 
When asked if his father had failed, 
his son, Isaac 
Hutchinson, laughed 
and said: 
‘Not for a cent; 
every 
dollar he owes will be paid. 
The only 
trouble is th at some m argins are due. 
I don’t intend to pay them until I get 
orders from father. 
It wouldn’t be 
safe, you know. 
Some of the brokers 
who have deals w ith him are closing 
them out; others are carrying them at 
their own risk. 
Hut no one will lose a 
cent, for when he comes back he’ll pay 
everybody he owes.” 
L ater on young Hutchinson adm itted 
to a reporter th at 
his 
father was 
financially 
em barrassed. 
Said 
he: 
“ Father has been dem ented for some 
time. 
Affairs on the board have been 
going against him. 
We have hoped 
th at 
he 
would 
be 
able to tide 
over, but things have gone from bad to 
worse and it is no use. 
I came down 
here this m orning and found th at father 
had not made his appearance. 
I knew 
then th a t trouble was in store. 
I ad­ 
m it th at he has suspended business. His 
outstanding accounts am ount to some 
$2,500,000 in open trades alone. B ut he 
w ill pay dollar for dollar. 
However, I 
do not think he will ever resum e busi­ 
ness.” 
m er D. Russell, of the commis­ 
sion firm of Russell A B arrel I, said 
W ednesday afternoon: 
“Mr. 
Hutchinso-i has 
bouget 
and sold 
through us during the la st low m onths 1,000,000 
bushels each of wheat and corn. 
In these 
transactions he lost not more than €3,000. I es 
tim ate his losses during th<? last fourteen 
m onths at not less 
than 
IJ,OOO,OOO. 
The 
largest am ount lo-tt by him in one deal w a* 
ICTiO.iJOO, when he acted as the Chicago broke! 
for Sawyer A W allace when they attempted tc 
corner pork. Since then his losses have been 
very heavy, although his present financial con­ 
dition, in my opinion, has been grossly exag­ 
gerated.

Mr. Hutchinson, until a few years ago, con­ 
ducted everything he undertook to a successful 
issue. In hts earlier days he was a scalper, oc­ 
casionally running a “corner.” He was through 
all the exciting events on the board of trade, In­ 
cluding the McGeoch-Everingham failure, but 
always came out on top. His last big deal, 
operated on the “corner” plan, Is said to hava 
netted him a profit of €3,OJO,DOO. It was his 
last grand stroke. 
For a year the old mon has

dressed in the old brown dress, with 
white trimmings, but I could see right 
through her. 
After th at she did not 
oome back any more until about a 
m onth ago, when she came into my 
cell and stood by my bcd, moaning and 
the blood dripping out of the hole in 
her neck. 
I am scared of her and I 
hate to see it cloud up, for she comes 
every rainy night, and when I can I 
get some one to sleep with me, for I am 
afraid to sleep alone.” 
Numbers of the wonien-claim to have 
seen her in the old brown dress, float­ 
ing over the well platform and going in 
and out of tho washhouse.
